No. E.l/3/2003-VSP(HLB) - In the Scheme for writing, translating and publiction of 
standard law books in the Hindi language and awarding prizes to such books written 
or published in Hindi as notified under the Ministry of law and Justice, Legislative 
Department, Resolution No.E. 13016/3/75-VSP(HLB) dated 4 th May, 1976 and as 
amended from time to time (hereby referred to as ‘the Resolution’) the following 
amendments are hereby made with immediate effect. 

2. In the Resolution, in para 3(H) in place of (v) before the note following 
sub-para shall be substituted: 

“(v) The Government shall have the first option to publish the book, and in 
the event of its exercising that option, the Govt, shall pay an amount 
(a) Rs.30,000/- (Rupees Thirty thousand only) for the book containing 
upto 200 pages; (b) Rs. 40,000/- (Rupees Forty thousand only) for the 
book containing 201 to 250 pages; (c) Rs. 50,000/- (Rupees Fifty 
thousand only) for the book containing 251 pages onwards as 
remuneration depending upon the subject matter of the book, the 
efforts involved and the standing of the author, in two instalments, for 
the first edition if it is of not more than 3000 copies. The first 
instalment of 40% shall be paid on the approval of the manuscript by 
the Government and the second instalment of 60% shall become 
payable on publication of the book. 

If the first edition is of more than 3000 copies, a royalty @Vh% 
on the sale price of the books sold in excess of 3000 copies shall be 
paid by the Government. In the event of Government publishing 
subsequent editions royalty shall be paid at the rate of (i) 15% on the 
sale price of each books sold in case the author himself revises the 
books and makes it uptodate, or (ii) 7Vi% on the sale price of the copies 
on simple reprints where the services of the author are not availed of 
’ for any reason to make the book uptodate or revise it. In addition, the 
Government shall pay to the author charges for the following items at 
the rates mentioned against each item 
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1. Typing charges 


Rs. 15/- per standard page 
of 300 words. 


2. Compilation of Glossary - 
English-Hindi and Hindi-English 

3. Preparation of Subject Index, 
Table of Cases, Bibliography 
etc. etc. 

4. Art work and diagrams

3. In the Resolution, in para 3(111) in place of (v) and (va) the following sub¬ 
para shall be substituted: 

“(v) The remuneration payable for the completed and approved translation 
shall be at the rate of Rs.60/- (Rupees Sixty only) per standard page of 
300 words translated. The remuneration shall be paid in two 
instalments. The first instalment of 40% shall be paid on the approval 
of the manuscript by Government and the second instalment of 60% 
shall become payable on publication of the book by the Government. 
In addition, the Translator shall be paid typing charges as follows 
Rs. 15/- per standard page of 300 words. 

(Va) In the event of the death of the author or his inability to undertake the 
revision of the book so as to make it uptodate, the Government may get 
the book revised by such another author and on payment of such 
remuneration as may be recommended by the Evaluation Committee at 
the following rate (i) Rs. 15,000/- (Rupees Fifteen thousand only) for 
the book containing upto 300 pages and (ii) Rs. 20,000/- (Rupees 
Twenty thousand only) for the book containing more than 300 pages.
